Early goals 


Afterwards one Wycombe 
player described Woking “as 
the best side we've played 
this season.” That is not far 
from the truth, as no team 
has had the Blues’ defence in 
more difficulty. 

Wanderers, with Satur- 
day's 5-0 victory over 
Walthamstow fresh in the 
mind, received the perfect 
start with two goals in the 
first seven minutes. . 

They raced into the attack 
from the first whistle and in 
the second minute Steve 
Long fired goalwards from 
the edge of the penalty area,

Problems 


With John Cooper ushing 
forward and the speedy Steve 
Scrivens causing problems to 
Paul Birdseye on the flank, 
Woking created several good 
chances. Both Alan Morton 
and Tony Field missed from 
close in, while at the other 
end Glynn was denied only 
by the goalkeeper’s knees. 

But the real Woking on- 
slaught came at the start of 
the second half and it was 
then that goalkeeper Gary 
Lester came to Wycombe’s 
rescue, Only his quick reac- 
tions thwarted Morton after 
a disastrous back pass by 
Jimmy. Jacobs, and he later 
saved well from Field. 

The crucial moment of the 
whole game, however, came 
in the 54th minute when 
Woking were awarded a pen- 
alty after George Borg had 
stopped Morton's goalbound 
shot with his arm. . 

Field struck the spot-kick 
well to Lester’s left but the 
goalkeeper went the correct 
way and gathered the ball at 


the second attempt. This was 
Lester’s third penalty save 
out of five this season — a 
remarkable statistic. 

Thus reprieved Wycombe 
attacked again and were 
awarded a free-kick 30 yards 
out, Paul Birdseye floated 
the ball over to Long who ` 
headed in via the left hand.
